The Colossal Matu<> or Liberty. 


New York Times. 


The presence in New York of ihc 


Fiench visitors lo the Yurktowo cele- 
bratioo guggesls the propriety of re- 
minding the American public ul the 
i (forte which the French are making to 
keep alive and perpetuate the memory 
of the disinterested friendship and gen- 
erous lid given by France to the colo- 
nies of North America in their struggle 
for liberty and independence. Several 
years ago an asgociation wan formed in 
France by some of the moat distin- 
guished Republicans, with the title of 
"the Franco-American Union," under 
the presidency of America's special 
friend, Senator Labonlavv, the object of 
this association being to perpetuate the 
memory of the friendship 
between 


France and America by presenting to 
the people of the United Statei a ooloi- 
lal statue of Liberty, to be orated o» 
Bedloe's Island, in the barber of New 
York, and to serve aa a beacon, tij 
means of an electric light, to be placed 
in the diadem on the head of Liberty. 
The material of the itatue is hammered 
copper, it will be some 120 feet high, 
and was designed by, and is being exe- 
cuted under the immediate direction of 
M. A. Bartholdi, one of the foremost of 
living sculptors. The money for the 
parpoae waa raised by voluntary sub- 
icription throughout France, and the 
work is steadily progressing, and will 
undoubtedly be finished by midsummer, 
1833. A special act of congress has 
given Badloe't Island for the purpose 
f the ereetion of this statue, which is 
o be placed upon a pedestal of masonry 
about 100 feet high. A committee has 
teen appointed here, under the chair- 
manship of HOD. Win. K. Kvarts, to 
raise the necessary funds for the con- 
itruction of th,e pedestal, and to have it 
milt according to a design furnished by 
the sculptor, and it if confidently hoped 
that it will be ready in time for the re- 
ception of the statue, in 1883. 
And 


thus the gigaptio monument will stand 
aa an eoduiaag manifestation of the 
'Headship between the two great repuh- 
'ics of the world,

King's balloon, which went up from 
Chicago last Thursday evening, came 
down on tbe Flambeau river, in Chippe- 
wa county, in this st»te, on Friday, 
Oct. 14, and King and big companion, 
after 
groping through forests and 


fwamps, have reached the city ol Chip- 
pewa falls in safety, but ragged, dirty 
and almost starved. 


After leaving Chicago the balloon 


moved southwesterly for • short time, 
then, rising to a higher current, became 
for a time becalmed ; then in the night 
again moved southwesterly, bat when 
over Feorii, III., changed iti course to 
northwesterly, and saifed rapidly onward 
until, the gas becoming exhausted, it 
came down in a forest swamp in Chip- 
pewa conBty, on Friday. 


There is a long and wordy story 


about it all, but this is all there is of it. 
There were no exciting incidents until 
the balloon reached terra firma,and then 
the question was bow to reaeh civiliza- 
tion. For two days they couldn't find 
any human habitation, and it took them 
two days more to reach Chippewa Falls, 
the nearest railroad or telegraph point. 


CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., Oct. 21.— 


Professor King is now at this place. 
The balloon landed on Friday night, 65 
miles up the river from this point. The 
aeronauts were two days in working 
their way to a human habitation, and it 
hns been impossible to reach a railway 
or telegraph station until now, owing to 
the impassability of tbe roads, which is 
due, in a large measure, to the unprece- 
dented fall rains.

new cabinet appointments engross at- 
tention here, and speculation concern- 
ing them is rife, but very little is known 
concerning them.

sion ii that the nominations will not be 
sent to the senate until Monday, and 
President 
Arthur has intimated as 


much, so it is said. Republican sena- 
tors are as niugh in the dark as anybody 
else in regard to the cabinet. There 
seems to be no doubt that Gov. Morgan 
of New York, has been offered tbe treas 
ury portfolio, and that he once declined 
it. 
He has been urged by many to re- 


consider bis declination, but whether 
he has actually done so or not is not 
known bore outside of the President 
and tho«e in his immediate confidence. 
In the treasury department and among 
its highest officials it is believed that 
Morgan has consented, and will be ap- 
pointed. 
Morgan is interested, how-

That Lincoln will remain in the 
cabinet is generally conceded, but it is 
Naul he will not retain the war depart- 
ment. There is a report that be will 
be made Attorney General. One of the 
present cabinet is authority for the 
statement that General Longatreet will 
be a member of the new cabinet.

will be as secretary 


of the navy. James will remain at the 
head of the post office department, for 
a time at least. General Grant arrived 
here this evening, and has seen the 
president. 
He is supposed to know the 


cabinet sUte, but be keeps that knowl- 
edge to himself. A prominent stalwart 
politician, who has seen Grant since his 
arrival, says he warmly favors the ap- 
pointment of Conkling as a member of 
the new cabinet. There are many who

won new title to the loving respect of 
every American heart, the centennial of 
the great victory at Yorktown ends."
